CrippEng Delay 

One likely outcome of the coalition-building pro¬ 
cess, which could take six months or more, is an 
alliance between the Christian Democrats, Labor 
and Democrats ’66, a leftist party- that more than 
doubled its representation, from eight seats to 17. It. 
might agree to delay a derision on deployment for 
two or three or four more years, which would save 
face but would amount, in the view of NATO ex¬ 
perts, to a rejection. After that length of time, pre¬ 
liminary work would be too far advanced to include 
the Netherlands. 

Only a far stronger government than the one that 
seems to be in prospect could comfortably accept 
Cruise missiles. The public, as things now stand, 
clearly does not want them. A poll carried out last 


month showed that only 8 percent of the electorate 
would accent than without qualification, with an 
additional 16 percent willing to take them only if 
arms-control negotiations accompanied deploy¬ 
ment, and 18 percent more willing only if arms, 
control negotiations failed completely. A politician 
favoring the missiles commented, “For us, those 
figures are suicidaL” 

Dutch opposition to the weapons springs from a 
complex set of factors, including a tradition of paci¬ 
ficism that, while co nfin ed to a min ority, has per¬ 
sisted. For most of the first half of this century, a 
group called the Broken Rifles campaigned to Jteep 
the Dutch out of war. The Ro man Catholic and 
Dutch Reformed churches have added their voices 
in the last decade to the ecumenical Church Peace 
Council. 

But perhaps the most important element is the 
“small-country syndrome,” as a Western diplo mat 
in the Netherlands calls it — the view that a small 
country cannot much affect the world balance of 
power and ought not to try. S imilar views are held 
in Denmark and in Belgium. One politician put the 
point pungently in terms of the Netherlands’ great 
port: “Yon need Rotterdam as badly as we do, so 
you’ll help if we need it. Cruise missiles or noL” 

If Mr. van Agt had campaigned publicly for de¬ 
ployment, some analysts say. he might have 
changed the voters' opinions, though it would have 
been difficult Now it is obviously too late. The best 
thing foT the Netherlands’ partners in NATO to da 
a friendly diplomat commented, “would be to stop 
pressing the Dutch on this issue, and find a way to 
build two kinds of firebreaks — one to stop any 
further erosion in this country’s commitment to 
NATO, the other to prevent this kind of rejection 
from spreading beyond the Netherlands.”

ROME — The caretaker govern¬ 
ment of Premier Amaldo Forlani 
suspended four general officers 
ana a civilian official of compara¬ 
ble rank Thursday pending a 
probe of the national-security as¬ 
pects of their alleged 
in the Masonic lodge Pr 
Due, or P-2. 

The suspended officials include 
the commanders of Italy’s three 
foremost intelligence services: 
Gen. Giuseppe Sanloyjto, the head 
of" SISME,-' the 1 ' military security 
unit of the Defense Mimstiy; Gen. 
Giulio Grassim, commander of 
SISDE, the secret intelligence and 
security service of the Interior 
Ministry; and Walter Pdosi, the 
civilian head of the government’s 
office of intd&genoe coordination. 

Adm. Giovanni Tdrrisi, the head 
of the general staff, was the highest 
ranking officer suspended. Geo. 
Orazio Giannini, commander of 
the Guardia dTmanza, the 40,000- 
man paramilitary force in charge 
of border surveillance, was also 
suspended 

The caretaker government in¬ 
structed its commission for nation¬ 
al security to probe all the security 
aspects involved in the scandal of 
P-2, headed by Udo GeUi, a busi¬ 
nessman with dual Aigentine-Ital- 
ian nationality who has fled 
abroad. Mr. Gdli’s list of alleged 
members of his lodge included 
three Cabinet ministers. 30 gener¬ 
als, eight admirals, and 43 legisla¬ 
tors, as well as hundreds of other 
leading Italian personalities in var¬ 
ious sectors of the economy and 
jouroahsm. 

Mr. Foriam’s coalition govern¬ 
ment resigned Tuesday when the 
Socialists, who were the Christian 
Democrats* principal partners in 
the Cabinet, declared that the cri¬ 
sis coaid not be solved by a simple 
Cabinet shuffle. The Socialists act¬ 
ed after the government grudging¬ 
ly agreed to make public the list of 
953 alleged members of the lodge. 
Police nod found the list in Mr. 
GeUi’s office in March. 

Mr. Forlani was asked Thursday 
by President Sandro Pertini to try 
to form a new Cabinet. It is usual 
for the president to give the outgo¬ 
ing premier an opportunity to 
form a new government. 

The chances of Mr. Forlani may 
hinge on his ability to persuade the 
right-of-center liberals to join the 
fonr-party coalition that made up 
his last government The Social 
Democrats and Republicans were 
in that coalition in addition to die 
Christian Democrats and Social¬ 
ists. 

If Mr. Forlani fails, after a few 
days'of consultation, Mr. Pertini

Democrat. Only if no

JERUSALEM — Israeli jets at¬ 
tacked and destroyed a complex of 
Libyan anti-aircraft missile batter¬ 
ies south of Beirut on Thursday in 
the first such raid since the missile 
crisis erupted a month ago. 

According to an Israeli military 
spokesman, the attack was made 
after missiles were fired at Israeli 
reconnaissance planes. “The pilots 
reported accurate hits on their tar¬ 
gets,” an official announcement 
said. “Syrian Air Force planes did 
not tiy to intervene during the air 
strikes. All Israeli planes returned 
safely to base.” 

The missiles, Soviet-made SAM- 
95 with a short range and low alti¬ 
tude, are not related directly to the 
longer-range Syrian SAM-6s that 
were positioned in eastern Leba¬ 
non in late April. 

After the raid, Mr. Begin said in 
a television interview that he had 
stressed in his rallcs with President 
Reagan's special envoy, Philip C. 
Habib, that “we would not cease 
our activities a gains t the terror¬ 
ists.” 

“These missiles belong to the Li¬ 
byans,” the prime mini tier de¬ 
clared.

They are intended for the defense 
of the terrorists. That was their 
purpose, and we destroyed them.

The missiles hit Thursday were 
reportedly moved by Libya into 
Lebanon in mid-April to help de¬ 
fend Palestinian guerrilla bases 
from which attacks are launched 
against IsraeL Libyans were said to 
have commanded the batteries. 

[Palestinian sources in Beirut 
said Thursday that SAM-9 missiles 
figured in the clashes, but that they 
.had been fired by Palestinian com- 
'marifios, not by Libyans, as Israel 
said, Reuters reported freon Beirut. 

[A radical commando group, the 
General Command Faction of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, issued an account of 
the Israeli raid, saying that its air 
defense system, which it did not 
describe, had “intercepted" the Is¬ 
raeli planes, which it said had 
missed their targets. 

[According to Reuters, the com¬ 
mando group said that two of its 
c omman dos were killed and three 
wounded by the heavy Israeli raid. 
The state-run Beirut radio said 
that at least 25 persons were killed 
or injured in the air strike.]

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union 
has suspended manned space mis¬ 
sions while its experts decide on 
the next step to take in exploring 
space. 

“In coming months, there will 
be no such flights. After we ana¬ 


lyze everything, we will adopt a de¬ 
cision.” Alcxa Yeliseyev, head of 


space mission control, said 
Wednesday. 

“We must now analyze all work 
done in the preceding five years, 
then determine what should be 
done,” Mr. Yeliseyev said at a 
-press conference on the last of nine 
international missions in foe latest 
series of space shots. 

Romania's first cosmonaut, 
Dumitru Prunariu, 28, and his So¬ 
viet flight commander, Leonid Po¬ 
pov, 35, returned to Earth last Fri¬ 
day after a week aboard foe Sa¬ 
lyut-6 space station. 

They said their only tense 
moment came when they encoun¬ 
tered a wolf outside foe landing 
capsule on their return to Earth.

WASHINGTON — Justice De¬ 
partment officials say that lawyers 
for John W. Hinckley Jr. tried un¬ 
successfully to negotiate a plea 
bargain for thdr client, who is 
accused of shooting President 
Reagan in Washington on March 
30. • 

The officials said Wednesday 
that under an arrangement pro- 
pored by the defense attorneys, 
Mr. Hinckley would have pleaded 
guilty under the . Federal Youth 
Corrections Act, a complicated 
statute designed to promote the re¬ 
habilitation of “youth offenders" 
by authorizing indeterminate sen¬ 
tences and early parole. 

Although designed principally 
for defendants between the ages of 
18 arid- 22 , the law may also be 
used for persons 22 to 26. 

The U.S. attorney in Washing¬ 
ton, Charles F.G Ruff, declined to 
discuss the case, but be noted that 
Mr, Hinckley would turn 26 on 
Fridriy, ana thus if convicted 
Would no longer be eligible for the 
flexible sentencing permitted un¬ 
der the Youth Corrections Acl 

Mr. Hinckley, in an apparent 
“attempt to harm himself” 
Wednesday, took an overdose of 
Tylenol, an aspirin substitute, a 
Justice Department spokesman 
said. The spokesman, Thomas P. 
DeCair, said Mr. Hinckley had 
been treated at the infirmary of the 
Federal Correctional Institution in 
Butner, JSLG, where he has been 
confined since early April- Mr. 
Hinckley was given an antidote 
and recovered quiddy. 

Mr. Hinckley had recently told 
the prison staff that he was de¬ 
pressed, Mr. DeCair said. The 


spokesman said prison authorities 
did not regard the incident as a 
“life-threatening situation." Mr. 
DeCair said he did not know bow 
much of the medication had been 
taken by Mr. Hinckley, who ap¬ 
parently had secretly accumulated 
the Tylenol over a period of weeks 
after repeatedly complaining erf 
headaches. 

Mr. DeCair said the Bureau of 
Prisons was conducting an inquiry 
into bow Mr. Hinckley was able to 
save and take the medicine unde¬ 
tected, and he said a 24-hour 
watch on the defendant, which had 
been suspended, would be reinstat¬ 
ed. 

Vincent J. Fuller, the lawyer in 
charge of Mr. Hinckley’s defense 
team, refused to answer any ques¬ 


tions about the plea negotiations, 
in keeping with bus policy of avoid¬ 
ing public discussion of the case 
outside court. 

Government lawyers said they 
wanted to be sure that any disposi¬ 
tion of the case would result in a 
long prison term for Mr. Hinckley. 
"It’s too discretionary under the 
Youth Corrections Act," a Justice 
Department official said. "That^s 
an inappropriate treatment for 
such a serious crime."

Peking Sends Mission to Border Area 
To Persuade Troops to Stay at Posts

PEKING — A member of Chi¬ 
na's Politburo traveled to Xinjiang 
province to persuade restless 
troops to remain at their posts in 
the harsh frontier region, accord¬ 
ing to regional broadcasts. 

Transcripts of the broadcasts 
obtained in Pelting on Thursday 
said that Wang Then, a Politburo 
member and member of the stand¬ 
ing committee of the military com¬ 
mission. led a “central inspection 
group” to the strategic northwest¬ 
ern frontier region last week.

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Cardinal Wyszynski: 
Symbol of Freedom

WARSAW — As Communist 
leaders came and wait La Petal, 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski re¬ 
mained in office — a living re¬ 
minder of his country’s age-old 
quest for freedom and independ¬ 
ence. 

The cardinal, who died Thurs¬ 
day of abdominal cancer at the age 
of 79, led the Roman Catholic 
Church in Poland for 32 years. 

' One of the ironies of Ms remark¬ 
able-career is that Poland's Com¬ 
munist rulers will mourn his pass¬ 
ing almost as much as his immense 
Catholic following. During the cri¬ 
sis that gripped Poland at die end 
of his life, the implacable oppo¬ 
nent of Communism was univer¬ 
sally regarded as the greatest na¬ 
tional bulwark for social and polit¬ 
ical stability. 

After years of battling the re¬ 
gime, Cardinal Wyszynski used his 
enormous influence during the last 
few months to urge moderation on 
his compatriots. He was a trusted 
intermediary between the authori¬ 
ties and the independent Solidarity 
trade-union movement 


ly could not expect flattery or sub¬ 
servience.

Cardinal Wyszy nski did not dis¬ 
guise his strong national feeling. In 
a 1974 sermon, he said, “Next to 
God, our first love is Poland- After 
God one must above all remain 
faithful to our homeland, to the 
Polish national culture.”

a generation of Poles, the vast 
majority of whom are Cathode, 
looked to Cardinal Wyszynski as 
the embodiment of Poland’s sover¬ 
eignty. He won enormous popular 
respect as a result of his unbending 
refusal to be intimidated by the 
repressive power of a totalitarian 
state. 

For many years, particularly 
during the neo-Stabnist period of 
the early 1950s, the Roman Catho¬ 
lic Church was the only institution 
in Poland to preserve its independ¬ 
ence and historical traditions. Car¬ 


dinal Wyszynski paid for his defi¬ 
ance iwith a spell of forced isola¬ 
tion.'but this only added to his 
reputation and popularity. 

Although adamantly opposed to 
Marxist ideas, the cardinal was a 
political realist. His two main con¬ 
cerns were the integrity of the Pol¬ 
ish nation and the spiritual welfare 
of its people. This m turn led him 
to take the long view of history. He 
was convinced that Poland’s 1,000- 
year Christian tradition would out¬ 
last Co mmunis t rule. 


In an interview with Oriana Fai- 
lagj, the Italian journalist, Mr. 
Walesa said of the Polish primate: 
“He is a great man, his wisdom is 
immense and his help has been 
enormous ... People don’t know it 
was Cardinal Wyszynski who ar¬ 
ranged our meetings with [Edward] 
Gierek and Kama, and even dur¬ 
ing the [labor unrest earlier this 
year] I had to ask him to give me a 
hand. Without his intervention, I 
would’t have been able to call an 
end to those strikes.” 

In March, just before be was 
confined to bed, Cardinal Wyszyn¬ 
ski helped defuse tension between 
the government and Solidarity so 
that an indefinite general strike 
was avoided after union activists 
were beaten op by police in the 
northern town of Bydgoszcz. 

Cardinal Wyszynski was a tall, 
handsome figure, a masterful ora¬ 
tor with a rich, resonant voice. 

When he was bom, on Aug. 3, 
1901, Poland was still divided 
among Russia, Germany and Aus¬ 
tria. The Wyszynski family ca me 
from the village of Zuzela between 
Warsaw and Bialystok in what is 
now northeast Poland but at that 
time was stQl part of the Russian 
Empire. The cardmaTs father was 
an impoverished nobleman who 
taught in the village school and 
was a parish organist.

The young Wyszynski was or¬ 
dained a priest at the age of 23 and 
sent to an industrial parish in the 
city of Wlodawek on the Vistula 
River north of Warsaw.

In 193^, Wlodawek was the 
scene of mass demonstrations by 
unemployed workers. Father 
WyszynskTs preoccupation with 
labor and agricultural problems 
quickly led to him being dubbed 
“the worker priest.” He also con¬ 
tinued his theological studies, 
earning his doctorate from the

Cardinal Wyszynski re¬ 
turned in triumph to the primate's 
palace in Warsaw and immediately 
appealed to the people for “nation¬ 
al unity and calm.” 

Cardinal Wyszynski again 
helped calm popular passions in 
December, 1970, when workers 
rioted in the Baltic ports of 
Gdansk and Szczecin and brought 
about the downfall of Mr. Gomul¬ 
ka. Under Mr. Gierek’s more prag¬ 
matic leadership, church-state rela¬ 
tions improved. 

In religious terms. Cardinal 
Wyszynski was a conservative tike 
his younger countryman. Karol 
Wqjtyla. the former archbishop of 
Krakow. The two differed somer 
what in their political style. Cardi¬ 
nal Wqjtyla preferring diplomacy 
to confrontation. But they worked 
dosely together, and Cardinal 
Wqjtyla was frequently mentioned 
as Cardinal Wyszynski’s possible 
successor. The younger man in¬ 
stead became Pope John Paul II.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
Tbe United Nations has acknowl¬ 
edged giving subsidies of $432*000 
to 15 foreign newspapers for sup¬ 
plements promoting the organiza¬ 
tion’s view on aid to the Third 

Worid. 

The newspapers receiving the 

money included Le Monde of Par¬ 
is and Asahi Shnnbun of Tokyo, 
each of which received the maxi¬ 
mum grant of $48,000, according 
to a table supplied by the UN. 

A 16th paper, Jornal do Brasil 
of Rio de Janeiro, said it ran the 
supplements but refused the grant 
as improper. 

The money was provided by 
Ryokhi Sasakawa, an influential 
conservative Japanese business¬ 
man who had previously support¬ 
ed the UN financially. His help, 
with the supplements was sohated 
by Geaichi Akatani, a former UN 
underseaetanr-general for public 
information. Mr. Akatani obtained 
$1.25 million, according to his Jap¬ 
anese successor, Yasusm Akashi. 

Never Labeled 

None of the supplements, winch 
appeared quarterly, was labeled 
advertising, nor did any contain 
references to the grants. They con¬ 
sisted of articles written by the 
pankapaimg newspapers and by 
UN agencies. Each participating 
paper was required to carry three 
articles produced by’ the UN, ac¬ 
cording to Lola Doss, director of 
the division for economic soul so¬ 
da! information in the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Information. Some 
of the articles written by UN offi¬ 
cials were identified as such in at 
least some erf the papers. 

The first supplement appeared 
in mid-1979. According to Miss 
Doss, the newspaper grants ran 
out after a year. The Frankfurter 
Rundschau of Frankfurt, which 
had a 524,000 subsidy; and Die 
Presse of Vienna, which received 
$16,000, then dropped out of the 
group, she said.

New Paris Opera Staging

P ARIS—“La Rile mal gardee.” 

in one form or another one of 
ihe oldest ballets in continuous ex¬ 
istence, is back in the repertory of 
the Paris Opera after an absence of 
127 yean, in a handsome new pro¬ 
duction that is rhorBn grjpliiMlly 
sophisticated, dramatically inno¬ 
cent, and at aD times a delight to 
watch. 


The ballet has had a long and 
checkered career since it was first 
performed on July 1, 1789 (two 
weeks before the fall of the Bas¬ 
tille), in Bordeaux, with a story 
and cho re ogr ap hy set by Jean 
Danbcrval to a potpourri of popu¬ 
lar airs and dances A 1828 revrval 
at the Paris Opera had a score — 
partly composed, partly borrowed 
— by Ferdinand Herold. In 1864, 
one Peter Ludwig JHcrtel com¬ 
posed a new score for a Berlin pro¬ 
duction, and Petipa anil Ivanov 
based their 1885 St. Petersburg 
production cm bis music: For the 
last two decades the version 
known in the West mainly through 
Frederick Ashton’s celebrated pro¬ 
duction, with a new arrangement 
of Herald's music, sets by Qsbert 
Lancaster, and a deliberately an¬ 
glicized choreography. 

For its new production, the Op¬ 
era has turned to Heinz Spoerfi, 
who for right years has been the 
director and chief choreographer 
of the ballet at the Stadttheater in 
his native Basel, where he has been 
the prolific builder of a repertory 
enrampawng restudied versions 
of classics and new ballets marked 
by musicaHty and choreographic 
inventiveness. 


Spoerli has taken the history of 
“La Fille mal gardee” into full ac¬ 
count in his new verson. He has 
gone back to its French traditions, 
even to the point of alluding to the 
revolutionary climate of 1789 in 
the music and some of the cos¬ 
tumes. He has opted for a score 


that is a mixture of Herold 
(Freni* and simpler) and Hertd 
(heavier and more elaborate), with 
brief additions of Rossini and 
Haydn, and with stylistic discrep¬ 
ancies more or less ironed out in a 
new arrangement by Jean-Michel 
Damase. 

The story of rural love is simple. 
Lise and Colas love one another, 
but Lise’s mother, the Widow 
Simone (traditionally danced by a 
male), wants to many her daugh¬ 
ter to Alain, a wealthy simpleton. 
The young lovers contrive to be 
caught alone in Lise’s bedroom, 
mining Mama’s marriage plans 
and forcing her agreement to thdr 
own. 

Spoerli spins out the two scenes 
of the first act to considerable 
length, not only with expanded 
character bits for Widow Simone 
(Georges Pfletta). Alain’s father 
(Alain Marty) and a drunken gar¬ 
dener (Claude Morel), but with a 
number of peasant dances and en¬ 
semble numbers, not to mention 
solos and pas de deux for the prin¬ 
cipals. 

The handling of the Widow 
Simone character is particularly 
striking, and brilliantly carried off 
by Piletta. Far from being 
grotesque, he-she is rather fetching 
and a good dancer (even on point, 
an anachronism, or an allusion to 
Henri's appropriate music), so the 
occasional pratfalls are all the fun¬ 
nier. 

But the social comment is not al¬ 
lowed to get the upper hand. It is 
an evening for dancing and, last 
night, it was in good hands with 
Noelfa Pontois an irresistible Lise 
and Cyril Atanassoff a stalwart 
Colas. Jacques Namont was Alain, 
in this production hopeless shy, 
ticklish and a kite

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OPEC Tightens the Tap 


The price freeze agreed upon at this week’s 
OPEC meeting in Geneva is less important 
than the precedent set. For the first time, 10 
of the 13 members of the oil cartel agreed to 
cut production to regain control of the cur¬ 
rently glutted market. The odd sheikhs out 
were the Saudis, but several of the oil minis¬ 
ters at the conference hinted broadly that Ri¬ 
yadh could be expected to follow before long 
with a production cut of perhaps a million 
barrels a day. Saudi Oil Minister Ahmed 
7-flki Y amani could not be found for com¬ 


ment __ 

It should come as no surprise that OPEC 
has finally decided to use its ul timat e weap¬ 
on, excepting a suicidal total cutoff. These 
are 2 to 3 million extra barrels of oil sloshing 
around daily in the world market place, 
which has a predictably depressing effect on 
prices. That has happened before, but this 
time it's different The glut results from con¬ 
scious policies by the industrial countries to 
conserve energy and switch to alternative 
sources. A price increase now would accel¬ 
erate that process. 

The actual cuts are likely to be small, espe¬ 
cially in the cases of countries with relatively 
low reserves and high development costs. 
Even if Saudi Arabia does reduce its output 
by 1 millio n barrels a day the total OPEC cut 
might not completely eliminate the surplus. 
But it should tighten thing s up enough so 
that at the next OPEC price-fixing meeting in 
December, an increase will be possible, per¬ 
haps together with price unific ation and link¬ 
age to inflation, economic growth and cur¬ 
rency fluctuation. 

If that happens, the Saudis will have 


achieved their goal at OPEC, which serves 
several purposes in their global strategy. 
They want to maintain good relations with 
their Arab neighbors, and settling the long 
quarrel over a unified oil price would help 
accomplish that. They want to encourage the 
West to keep bunting oil, and a predictable 
price will do that They also want to help 
keep the industrialized economies in good 
shape to prevent their market from diminish¬ 
ing, and to protect their investments and 
bank deposits abroad. And they want to cul¬ 
tivate a military relationship with several 
Western countries to protect their oilfields 
and for its symbolic and prestige value. Some 
of those gods are identical with Western in¬ 
terests, but that is a result of coincidence, not 
Saudi altruism. 

Of course, there are other possibilities that 
could drastically change the equation. The 
war between Iraq and Iran could heat up 
again; or a war could break out between Isra¬ 
el and Syria; or what is probably more likely 
in the Middle East, something totally unex¬ 
pected could happen. If one of those things 
does not occur between now and December, 
it will undoubtedly happen after December. 
With that in mind , the industrialized coun¬ 
tries should keep conserving oil, storing it in 
strategic reserves, switching to coal and de¬ 
veloping new sources of energy. Such policies 
have already begun to produce results as the 
current glut proves. If they are continued and 
reinforced, die age of energy blackmail may 
turn out to be less than a decade long. If they 
are not, it could stretch well into the next 
century.

What does a good liberal think government 
should do about immigration of workers 
from Mexico: 

(a) Let them in; this land of opportunity is 
enriched by immigrants' spunk and vitality. 

(b) Let them in; we have a duty to share 
our riches with people from the Western 
Hemisphere (if not, indeed, the world). 

(c) Keep them out, Our first duty is to 
maintain social welfare for poor people al¬ 
ready here. 

(d) Keep them out. They undercut U.S. 
pay standards and are easily intimidated and 
exploited. 

The answer to both questions, obviously, is 
the same — all of the above. Which is what a 
Cabinet committee seems ready to propose 
as the Reagan immigration polity — a little 
of this, a tittle of that, pleasing everyone a 
little. Still, it could have a practical effect, 
providing more seasonal workers, and a 
humane effect, lifting the cloud that hangs 
over many aliens. It could be a considerable 
achievement — but only if combined with 
serious enforcement. 

The Cabinet committee evidently has three 
proposals in mind One, legalize the status of 


about a million aliens. Two, create a pilot 
program authorizing the admission of legal 
temporary workers. Three, substantially 
strengthen immigration enforcement 

Enforcement is the key to all the rest An 
amnesty would be welcome, removing a 
cloud of exploitation and fear that hangs 
over illegal aliens for years. But without 
stronger enforcement, amnesty would only 
encourage more illegal immig ration 

The merits of any guest worker program 
are debatable. But letting in 50,000 a year 
would obviously be preferable to 500,000 or 
750,000, as some administration officials sug¬ 
gest That’s 750,000 every year. When the 
year is up, how many mil go into hiding — 
and bring their famili es? Without strong en¬ 
forcement, a guest worker program risks be¬ 
coming an invitation to illegal residence. 

The immigration enforcement now in the 
cards seems startlingly contradictory. One 
kind is direct: more guards at the borders. 
Yet the Border Patrol is depleted and dispir¬ 
ited; it cannot afford to keep all its vehicles 
running even now — and die new Reagan 
budget cuts more. 

The Cabinet committee also recognizes the 
need to penalize employers who hare illegal 
aliens. For that to work, applicants would 
have to show identification, now easily 
forged. The remedy, more secure identifica¬ 
tion, incites fears of internal passports and 
police station. Such fears are unjustified, in 
our judgment, and the committee seems 
rightly intent on developing a forgery-resis¬ 
tant Social Security card. 

But no such decision has yet been made, 
nor has the Border Patrol yet been allocated 
any new funds. Only if the administration 
takes such steps can it demonstrate it is sin¬ 
cere in wanting a legal, practical immigration 
policy. If not, people on both sides of the 
border will quickly get the real message, and 
it won’t be multiple choice.

Rumblings of Discontent in Estonia

L OS ANGELES — Despite ostensibly con¬ 
ciliatory remarks by Soviet President 
Leonid L Brezhnev, the Russians would like to 
march into Poland if the price were not too 
steep. 

The major deterrent has been the Polish will 
to resist But there is another, less obvious, fac¬ 
tor to consider: While the Russian half of the 
Soviet Union's population would support an 
invasion to re-establish Soviet orthodoxy in 
Poland, what about the non-Russian half? If 
the Kr emlin sensed that an attack on Poland 
might trigger uprisings inside the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, that alone would be a major reason for the 
cautious strategy. 

Until recently, 1 would have scoffed at the 
notion oT popular uprisings in the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, but events in my native Estonia have 
made me wonder. Since last fall, there has 
been an unprecedented outpouring of large- 
scale protest — massive student demonstra¬ 
tions. a successful strike by a thousand work¬ 
ers, and a letter to the Communist Party news¬ 
paper, Pravda, from 40 Estonian intellectuals 
asking for a candid discussion of Estonian- 
Russian relations.

Many of the 10,000 people at the concert, 
most of them high-school students, took to the 
streets, shooting “Russians go home!” and

eral hundred students were arrested briefly 
and then suspended from school On Oct I 
and 3, organized student demonstrators con¬ 
verged on government buildings, and many 
were severely beaten by Soviet police.

Food Shortages 


By most social indicators, Estonia is ahead 
of all the other Soviet Socialist republics, and 
certainly has not been the most restive; dissent 
has been much more active in Catholic 
Lithuania. Yet the unrest in Estonia has broad 
significance because it is rooted in problems 
that afflict all of the Soviet Union: worker 
unhappiness about food shortages and ethnic 
populations' irritation with a growing Russifi¬ 
cation campaign. 

The Nazis' genoridal plan for the Baltic re¬ 
publics of Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia envi¬ 
sioned the resettlement there of half a million 
German immigrants by the 1960s. Instead, un¬ 
der postwar Soviet rule, I million Russians 
came. The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
heightened Estonians' fears of becoming a mi¬ 
nority in their own country. 

■ The recent protests, the first since the 1950s, 
began last Sept 22 in Tallinn, Estonia's capj- 


Unrest spread to the Nautical Institute in 
Pamu and to the university in Tarm, and 
flared up again in Tallinn on Ocl 7 and 8. The 
Soviet-controlled Estonian press' coverage of' 
the arrest of the “instigators and “hooligans” 
was unprecedented; tire major newspapers had 
never before even mentioned any protest. 

Meanwhile. 1,000 workers went on strike at 
the Experimental Repair Plant in Tartu. They 
demanded payment of bonuses that had been 
promised and opposed increases in work quo¬ 
tas. An emissary from Moscow ended the 
strike on its second day by acceding to all de¬ 
mands. It was the first major industrial strike 
in Estonia since 1940 — and, of course, it hap¬ 
pened just as workers were winning conces¬ 
sions in Poland. 

The violent suppression of the student’s pro¬ 
tests prompted the intellectuals* Oct. 28 letter 
to Pravda. It was not published, but copies 
have been circulated. They said that the dem¬ 
onstrations were not acts of rowdiness but an 
“unexaggerated reflection of the dissatisfac¬ 
tion of numerous older Estonians.”

A Lot to Lose

Improved access to foreign mar¬ 
kets is one of this administration's 


priorities, but the most perfect 
market access arrangements will 
mean nothing if our domestic laws 
and policies discourage exports. 

The list of domestic export di¬ 
sincentives is long. Taxation of 
U.S. workers employed abroad, 
regulations under several export 
control laws and environment and 
safety requirements that impose 
U.S. standards on foreign buyers 
are only a few. 

One of the most complex and 
confusing of our self-imposed laws 
is the so-called Foreign Corrupt 
Practices Act (FCPA). It's difficult 
to bring up in casual conversation; 

politically, it’s a hot potato. 

The FCPA started out like most 
other eroon disincentives, with 
good and noble intentions. When 
public disclosures in 1975 and 
1976 revealed that UJS. multina¬ 
tional corporations had- paid 


With members of Congress, the 
administration and the business 
community all unwilling to chal¬ 
lenge a draft of the law for fear of 
being accused of favoring bribery, 
the Dill sailed through Congress % 
unanimous vote and was signed 
into law in December, 1977. 


Created Problems 


The result? Apparently, the 
United States is the only country 
in the world to impose a compre¬ 
hensive extraterritorial anti-bri¬ 
bery law upon all of its foreign 
business practices, public and pri¬ 
vate. In fact, from the day of 
enactment, the FCPA has created 
problems for fully law-abiding 
companies engaged in overseas 
transactions. The law itself is diffi¬ 
cult to decipher, hard to enforce 
and ambiguous enough to have 
bred confusion for both business 


Far from defining black and 
while in business conduct,, the 
FCPA provides vast expanses of

“gray" areas, where what is and is 
not permissible is hard to figure 
out. This has had a chilling effect 
on UJS. export activities; many 
businesses have pulled their entire 
-operations out of some countries. 
The law raises endless questions 
about business expenses, Christ¬ 
mas gifts, local customs or law, 
contributions to local charities or 
participation in official affairs. 

The cost of complying with the 
accounting and record-keeping re¬ 
quirements of the FCPA places an 
excessive burden on all publicly 
held companies, regardless of 
whether they make any foreign 
sales. To violate the statute one 
need not export at all; one need 
only to fail to keeo comuanv 
books in the detail that theSEC 
deems necessary. Most alarming is 
the fact that the American Bar As¬ 
sociation, the American Institute 
of Certified Public Accountants 
and the SEC disagree among them¬ 
selves as to a firm’s responsibility 
under the accounting provirions of 
the law. 

To be sure, corporate bribery 
did undermine U.S. foreign policy 
and national security interests. By 
passing the FCPA, Congress af¬ 
firmed that the U.S. g overnment 
does not condone bribery. It must 
never do so. 

If we are to continue as the 
world trade leader, our responsibil¬ 
ity must include ethical leadership 
as well. To do so we must be sure 
we prohibit bribes, not the conduct 
of legitimate business. Because of 
its negative impact in the latter 
area, the FCPA deserves congres¬ 
sional attention and action. Mqjor 
surgery is required. 

First, unless substantially im¬ 
proved, the name should be 
changed. It is a misnomer to call 
this law, as written, the Foreign 


Corrupt Practices Ac* when one 
can violate it without being in¬ 
volved ediher in foreign tradeor in 
corrupt practices of any kmdL J ' : 

Second, the accounting reqmre- 
menu most be limited. There is no 
need to require all issuers of secu¬ 
rities, large and small, to devise in¬ 
tricate and costly internal account¬ 
ing control systems, which the law 
tnmlies show! be faB-safe. 

Third, e nf o r c em ent of an anti¬ 
bribery law must be consistent and 
predictable, centered in one agen¬ 
cy, instead of divided bet w e e n the 
Jtstice Department axtd the SEC. 

Costly Lesson 

Fourth, and perhaps most im¬ 
portant, the bribery prohibition 
must be rewritten to protect the in¬ 
nocent, to remove the “duffing" 
requirement that every exporter fie 
prepared to prove beyond a doubt 
that he did not have “reason to 
know” that a foreign agent was 
planning to engage m a question- . 
able payment. We must duninate 
the current liability of US. citizens: 
for unknown and unauthorized ac- - 
tions by agents in foreign markets. 

Additionally, it is an interna¬ 
tional imperative tlm* wemustrecr 
ognize that illicit payments are in 
no n ation's best interest. We most 
provide the leader ship to encour¬ 
age every trading nation to halt 
such practices. 

There was something court*-~ 
geous and typically American in 
Congress’ efforts to prohibit cor¬ 
porate bribery overseas. Yet, the 
FCPA stands as a costiy lessen of 
What can result wiren people don’t 
speak up against a law, Jbowever 
commendable in hlteoti' that is 
tmeuforceable and vague. 

It is a lesson that seed not be 
repeated.

The time has come once more to 
re-examine the role of the United 
States and U.S, multinationals in 
the bloody downfall of the govern¬ 
ment of Salvador Allende, which 
cost Mr. Allende his life.

Good roods ana France’s excel¬ 
lent roil system existed long before 
the Giscardian era; as for modem 
telecommunications, ask French 
people waiting for tclehones about 
them, or try sending a telex from a 
medium sized provincial city. 

There are certainly thorns on the 
French Socialist rose; but try look¬ 
ing at the flower first.

1 unharmed after an undisclosed amount 
Sr * of money was paid. 

The company is run on paternalistic 
lines with the Peugeois demanding absolute loyal¬ 
ty from their employees. It has consistently fought 
the spread of unionization. For years the family 
boasted that it had never dismissed a worker. 

Although little known in the United States until 
fairly recently, Peugeot has long been a household 
name in France. Besides automobiles, the compa¬ 
ny makes a wide variety of tools and steel goods, 
also descended from those famous corset stays. 

Pervasive Products 

At the turn of the century the company said 
that its products pervaded French middle-class 
life. The company history at that time said: “At 
every hour of the day, Peugeot is present Ma¬ 
dame gets up. put cm her corset (Peugeot stays), 
turns on her gramophone (Peugeot spnng), opens 
her umbrella (Peugeot frame). Monsieur winds his 
watch (Peugeot spring), adjusts his spectacles 
(Peugeot frame), does odd jobs about the house 
(Peugeot hammer and saw), tidies up the garden

WASHINGTON — The govern¬ 
ment’s index of leading economic 
indicators rose 0.4 percent in' 
April, reflecting an increase in the 
money supply and promising con¬ 
tinued economic growth, the Com¬ 
merce Department reported 
Thursday.

March increase in the composite 
index — originally reported at 1.4 
percent but revised upward Thurs¬ 
day to 13 percent. 

The March increase was the 
largest since September of 1979.

Seven or the 10 available indica¬ 
tors for April increased, and eight 
erf the 11 indicators now available 
for March also increased. 

Money supply, a stimulant to 
demand, contributed the greatest 
increase in April after adjustment 
for inflation, the Commerce De¬ 
partment reported. 

Also up were average work 
week, new orders, the pace of de¬ 
liveries, building permits, stock 
prices, and crude materials prices. 

The 12-percem surge in crude 
petroleum prices in February was 
still pulling the April index up, be¬ 
cause it is included as part of a 
four-month moving average. 

The Index of Leading Indicators 
reached 1383 in April compared 
to a 1967 base of 100. The March 
index was revised to 137.9. 

Two Indicators Down 

Two indicators declined in 
April contracts and orders for 
plant and equipment and change 
in total liquid assets. 

The index for leading indicators 
is designed to forecast what the 
economy will do over the next sev¬ 
eral weeks to months. The fact that 
the money simply rose is a double- 
edged sword. It stimulates the 
economy but, according to the 
Reagan administration, also fuels 
inflation. The Federal Reserve 
Board has been criticized repeated¬ 
ly by a dminis tration spokesmen 
for not controlling the money sup¬ 
ply more precisely.

The two compa¬ 
nies said their models would not 
reach the Japanese and European 
markets until the fall of next year 
or U.S. stores imtO at least 1983. 
The two electronics companies 
joined forces a year ago to develop 
the so-called Compact Disk Digi¬ 
tal Audio System. 

“Ifs a sensational product." 
said James Magid, an analyst with 
L.F. _ Rothschild, Unterberg, 
Tow bin. "But it's still a product 
that’s not yet with ns. It's nothing 
to be excited about in the near 
term." 

The demonstration of the play¬ 
ers so far in advance of consumer 
availability was interpreted by 
some industry analysts as a tactic 
by Sony and Philips to strengthen 
the chances of having their systems 
adopted as the standard for world¬ 
wide digital audio players. 

A number of concerns, includ¬ 
ing RCA, Pioneer and AEG-Tele- 
f u n k en. have been scrambling to 
produce digital players and, while 
prototypes have been constructed, 
no model has yet reached the

BRUSSELS — Talks between 
the European Economic Commu¬ 
nity and Japan on restriction of

Premier Zenko Suzuki and Trade 
Minister Rokusuke Tanaka are 
due in Brussels around mid-June.

"This is a fairly small product 
for the big electronics companies, 
relative to some of the video prod¬ 
ucts,” added Otis Bradley, an ana¬ 
lyst at Alex Brown & Sons. 

Traditional records are pro¬ 
duced by analog methods, that is, 
every variation in sound is record¬ 
ed and stored in the grooves of the 
disk. In full-digital recordings, 
sound is tranformed into a code 
vising binary methods — informa¬ 
tion becomes a combination of 
ones and zeros. 

The disks contain no grooves. 
Instead, they have a layer of mi¬ 
croscopic pits that non tain the bi¬ 
nary code. When the disk is insert¬ 
ed into the player, a laser beam 
scans the code and converts it back 
into signals intelligible to the rest 
of the stereo system. 

Because the code can be read 
much more precisely than the 
grooves in a record, the sound is 
true to the original recording. The 
digital player provides wider fre¬ 
quency response and there is virtu¬ 
ally no distortion, hiss or mechani¬ 
cal noise such as wow and Chatter 
that occur on analog records. 
Moreover, the disks cannot be 
maned by fingerprints, dirt or 
scratches.

executive officer the year before, 
shook the world's automakers by 
announcing that he would buy 
Chrysler's auto-making operations 
in Britain, France and Spain for 
$230 milli on in cash and a 15-per¬ 
cent stake in Peugeot, then worth 
some 5200 million. 

Overnight, staid Peugeot be¬ 
came a multinational giant. "The 
challenge or the automobile indus¬ 
try must henceforth be confronted 
at the world level."

Peugeots, Citroens and Talbots

Dream in Trouble 


Three years later this dream is in 
trouble. With sales down 20 per¬ 
cent last year, Peugeot has been 
overtaken in the French market¬ 
place by Renault, and its position 
as Europe's biggest automaker is 
under challenge. Its three separate 
dealer networks are being integrat¬ 
ed to cut costs. And the company 
has laid off 45,000 workers in the 
last six months. 

"This is a company that has tak¬ 
en a series of major gambles," Mr.

Chrysler Europe — a gamble that 
was’a senri-disaster." 


He continued; "Their strategic 
thinking was that in order to re¬ 
main a viable world manufacturer 
they needed an annual production 
of 2 million cars. This was a sound 
idea but the recession and what 
happened to the car market proved 
them wrong. Peugeot, Citroen and 
Talbot have no homogeneous 
product line, especially when com¬ 
pared to Renault, the big winner in 
Europe.

Analysts See Bright Future for Food Stocks 


By Gene G. Mar dal 

AP-Dow Janes 

NEW YORK —Diversified food 
stocks, which have been spumed 
by investors for more than two 

years, are back In favor, helped by 
a “disinflation strategy” that some 
analysts are pushing. 

Slocks such as General Mills, 
Beatrice Foods. Heinz, Consolidat¬ 
ed Foods and Gerber have chalked 
up sizable gains since January, 
with the entire food group strongly 
outperforming the general market. 

"With a more promising outlook 
for inflation over the longer term, 
there has been and should contin¬ 
ue to be a renewed interest in all 
the stable growth food compa¬ 
nies." said william Leach, an ana¬ 
lyst at Donaldson, Lufkin A Jen- 
rette Securities. 

Despite the group’s recent 
strength, most of the stocks are 
still selling at depressed price-earn¬ 
ings multiples when compared 
with that of the Standard & Poor’s 
400-stock index, analysis said. 


its link with troubled American 
Motors and w01 produce its first 
"American" car this year. 

While Peugeot says its finances 
are healthy, the French Socialists, 
now in control of the government, 
are convinced that the company 
will soon be asking for a govern¬ 
ment bailout. 


Peugeot is not on the Socialists' 
list of companies to be national¬ 
ized, but under the plans laid out 
so far, the Socialists would require 
a company seeking aid to turnover 
35 percent of the capital, giving the 
state effective control.

“Prospects Remain Bright” 

"Prospects remain bright, there¬ 
fore, for further capital gains op¬ 
portunities among selected stocks 
in the food industry," according to 
Robert J. Cummins, analyst at 
Wertheim A Co. Besides Pillsbury, 
Quaker Oats, Heinz and Hubiem, 
Mr. Cummins said be also favored 
Beatrice Foods, Dart A Kraft and 
Ralston Purina. 

The analyst said he believed that 
a "better feeling about the con¬ 
sumer sector in general, based on a 
prospective strengthening of real 
disposable income, and a favorable 
current earnings trends for most of 
the food companies," are good 
bases of support for the stocks. 

The drop in commodity prices 
and reversal of last year’s drought- 
related increase in food-ingredient 
costs have also drawn attention to 
the food stocks, Mr. Cummins 
added. 

At EJr. Hutton, investment em¬ 
phasis has switched from "infla¬ 
tion defense" to "disinflation of¬ 
fense," said Peter J. Barry, Hut¬ 
ton’s food industry analyst Given 
“our belief that infla tion will less¬ 
en as 1981 unfolds," Mr. Barry 
said, "we expect food stocks will 
be among the principal beneficiar¬ 
ies." 

Mr. Barry said that he believed 
disinflation wfl] partly restore the 
earnings quality of food compa¬ 
nies. thus helping boost the stocks’ 
multiples beyond their still-de¬ 
pressed levels. 

"In essence, we lode for a price- 
earnings multiple decompression 
to characterize food-stock price 
performance in the near future, if 
it hasn't yet begun," Mr. Barry 
said. 

At MemH Lynch, food-group 
attention focuses on the diversified 
food stocks, such as Dart & Kraft, 
General Mills, Beatrice Foods and 
Hublein, according to William F. 
Maguire and Leonard Tdtelbaum, 
both food-industry analysts. 

Assuming inflation will be lower 
in 1982, stocks of companies that 
were hurt through recent years of 


high inflation and which have not 
rebounded quickly In recent 
months, should be those that will 
recover significantly. Such compa¬ 
nies include Dart A Kraft, General 
Mills and Beatrice; all diversified 
food companies, Mr. Maguire said. 

For six months, Merrill Lynch 
analysts had advised overweight¬ 
ing in food stocks. -Recently, how¬ 
ever, "we suggested an average 
weighting" of food slocks in port¬ 
folios, Mr. Maguire said. 

The play on lower commodity 
prices soon may be over, he added, 
and with interest rates continuing 
to be high, "it shook! be a good 
chance to buy stocks," Mr. Ma¬ 
guire said. Other diversified stocks 
that he favored are Hublein and 
Quaker Oats. 

Among the diversified compa¬ 
nies, "Dart A Kraft is one cl the 
unique opportunities,” said Law¬ 
rence Adelman, analyst at Dean 
Witter Reynolds. Not only is it 
broadening its product line, with 
its acquisffion of Hobart, it also is 
trying to improve profit margins in 
its baric food business, he said 

Dean Witter is maintaining a 
generally bullish stance toward 
food stocks, with Quaker Oats, Be¬ 
atrice, Kellogg, Ralston Purina 
nnA General Mills as the major 
buy recommendations. 

Mr. Leach cautioned that with 
the packaged food stocks' sharp 


advance this year, “their relative 
at tr a ctiven ess obviously has dimin¬ 
ished.” He still recommends an 
overweighting of portfolios in the- 
stociks, ne said, "but we are in¬ 
clined to increase emphasis on in¬ 
dividual companies rather than on 
the entire food group.” 

Mr. beach emp hasized the di¬ 
versified food stocks in his recom¬ 
mendations, such as Bea trice , 
Ralston, Consolidated Foods and 
Dart A Kraft. Among packaged-. 
food stocks, Curtice-Buxns and 
General Foods are on his purchase 
list. 

General Foods was placed on 
the “sell" list, however, by David 
A. Goldman, an analyst at Smith, 
Barney, Harris, Upham. along I 
with Heinz and Ralston Purina. 

Mr. Goldman held a negative , 
opinion toward the food stocks. j 
"Most of them are unattractive, 
with the exception of Bea tr ice and , 
Dart A Kraft, right now” he said. ! 

“Most of the stocks lack growth | 
characteri stics and the capacity to 
reinvest surplus cash into high- 
growth situations,” Mr. Goldman 
asserted 

The food co mpani e s mostly axe 
cash generators, he added, but 
"they don’t put the money to work 
efficiently enough." As a result, be 
arid, "they are stymied in their op¬ 
erations an d arc in a slew-growth 
path.” 

Mr. Goldman said he believed 


that the "deteriorating near-term 
garaingj* outlook for General 
Foods will lead to a substandard 
marketplace performance by the 
stock relative to the packaged-food 
group, or the Standard & Poor’s 
500 stock index. He slashed his fis¬ 
cal 19S2 per-share estimate for 
General Foods to S5.70 from 
56.25; for fiscal 1981 ended March 
30, he estimated earning were

Chapter One showed how you 
had to start when you were just a 
little kid, how to undercut your fa¬ 
ther’s power in the family by 
smearing lipstick on his dirty 
handkerchiefs and showing them 
to your mother, but before I was 
hairway through . . . 

“No, no, no,” they said. “Ameri¬ 
can women will be outraged by the

So I threw it all away and started 
over — an angry novel about a 
woman enraged by the dominance 
of men in society. It opened with a 
woman named Pearl being rejected 
when she applied for a job as a 
municipal garbage collector. 

“No cigar ” they said. “Women 
want to fantasize about dominat¬ 
ing men in glamorous executive 
suites.” 

I started again. It would be a big 
novel A really big noveL The title 
was “Grandma. Calls the Tune.” A 
65-year-old grandmother defeats a 
corporate vice president trying to 
force her to accept Social Security 
by winning the support of the 
board chairman withher apple pie. 
Entrenched in power, she forces 
the male executives to stop smok¬ 
ing agars in the office and quit 
carrying on after hours with volup¬ 
tuous film starlets. 

“Look," everybody said, “wom¬ 
en don't want a blockbuster about 
grandmas who hate vice; 65-year- 
old grandmothers don't sell except 
in family sagas." 

So I started a great, sweeping 
family saga fat enough to retail at 
J 19.95.1 tilled it, “O Tempore, O 
Bores," which is Latin meaning, 
“This book goes on forever." It 
opened with three chapters about 
the geological formation of Mexico 
in the year 87,653 B.C. 

“A real grabber," everybody 
said. “Let’s see more.” I gave them 
five chapters on the conflict be¬ 
tween the Rocky Mountains and 
the antediluvian reins. “Get on 
with the story." they said. “The 
sex, man, the sex and the family 
feuding and the birthing and living 
and dying —get to the saga." 

I came across with a torrid chap¬ 
ter about the creation of the Saha¬ 
ra Desert “Forget it,” they said. 
“It’s got no famous names, no gos¬ 
sip. People want gossip about fa¬ 
mous names.” 

I junked the saga to go into 
show business. After I become a 
great star and then an old has-been 
I will write a confession to make a 
hundred famous names blush. It 
will sell 6 million copies. 500,000 
in hard covers alone. They say I 
must learn to act though. Nowa¬ 
days they expect authors to do ev¬ 
erything.

L a grande motte, 

France — Jean Balladur 
built his own city and many peo¬ 
ple thought it was a scandal His 
divergence from previous archi¬ 
tectural norms has earned him ti¬ 
tle from “crackpot” to “vision¬ 
ary ” His ideas seemed too extra¬ 
polative, too futuristic. 

It was Balladur who designed 
and buBt the ultramodern resort 
of La Grande Motte. His deci¬ 
sion, in 1962, to use the pyramid 
as the principal structure in the 
new Mediterranean town was 
met with a mixture of dismay 
and anger. “People complained 
that I was destroying nature," he 
recalled with a wan smile. “They 
thought that 1 would alienate the 
local populace and drive off the 
wildlife.” 

Almost 20 years later the city 
is 95-percem completed. It is an 
unusual landscape of pyramids 
and sweeps of white concrete. 
The flat coastal plain has been 
landscaped into a series of low 
hills. More thim 21,000 trees line 
the streets. 

For Better or Worse 


“We must escape from this 
idea that nature is, in itself, a 
good thing. Ask the fanner when 
the floods come or when his 
crops are blighted.” Balladur be¬ 
lieves that humans must seek to 
modify die world to suit chang¬ 
ing needs. As population grows, 
dries of handsome monuments 
no longer suffice. 

This year wifl see the final 
touches to La Grande Motte. 
The architect, tanned and robust 
at 55, puffed at a pipe in his off¬ 
ice a mile from the Mediter¬ 
ranean and reflected on his ex¬ 
periment. 

“I chose the pyramid for two 
reasons. First, it allows some 
kind of harmony with the land¬ 
scape; which is horizontal Sec¬ 
ond, it allows everyone to have 
an outside terrace nearly as large 
as their apartment People like to 
be in the sun, they like to see 
their neighbors. The greatest 
problem in the modern city is 
that everyone is locked behind 
their walls and feels very much 
alone. There is little occasion to 
meet" 

If controversial in its building 


style, La Grande Motte does rep¬ 
resent an attempt to attune peo¬ 
ple with their surroundings. 
Parks and sports grounds are far 
more numerous than in the tradi¬ 
tional community. There are 
squares for artists to sell their 
wares. The beaches are always 

open. 

“Meeting places are essential,” 
the architect said, “yet they are 
often forgotten. In many ctcies 
you see lots of nice green -lawns, 
but they serve no function. They 
decorate the wasted spaces be¬ 
fore buildings or between high¬ 
way interchanges and there is no 
way to get at them." 

Born in Turkey in 1924 of 
French parents, Balladur devel¬ 
oped early a taste Tor literature 
and philosophy. In France, he 
studied under Jean-Pa ul Sartre 
and prepared for a career of let¬ 
ters. But Ludwig Mies van der 
Rohe and Bauhaus functionalism 


captured his imagination. 

^ Sartre and van der Rohe were 


saying the same thing, that man 
is his own master, that living well 
or poorly is our choice. But van 
der Rohe was actually dong 


For better or worse. La 
Grande Motte is one of the most 
ambitious architectural projects 
undertaken in Europe am* Em¬ 
peror Hadrian decided that 
something had to be done about 
the inva ding Scottish tribes. 

Begun in the boom of the early 
1960s, the modem city on the sea 
was conceived by the French 
government as a way to stanch 
the growing exodus of tourists to 
the beaches of Spain. It has 
achieved this goaL Where once 
was nothing but dunes and 
marshland, more than a million 
and a half holidaymakers now 
come annually. 

This has raised questions as to 
the impact of La Grande Mode 
on the wilderness of the 
Camargue around it. 

“We did not destroy nature 
here," Balladur mrirttinti, “we 
modified iL We designed breed¬ 
ing grounds for fish under the 
new harbor and we dug an artifi¬ 
cial lake for the pink flamingos. 
Some of the environmentalists 
predicted that the birds would 
leave. But it’s not true.” Indeed, 
there are more birds than before. 
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Architect Balladur and La Grande Mode's pyramids

TbeCurie Institute, Ballad Ur’s 
first mqjor project, displayed his 
high regard for Bauhaus ideas.it 
earned him enough acdaun-thal 
the French government chose 
him for the Grande Motte 
project. 

His views, however, have. 
dunged over the years. *T had 
enormous respect for architects 
like van der Rohe and Le Corbu- • 
sier, because they were the first 
to think about the dty in whole- 
tenns. Le Corbusier knew that 
the Industrial Revolution had 
changed everything. But the 
work was too functional too util¬ 
itarian. There has to be a playful¬ 
ness about architecture. We must 
like what we see.” 

Today, these ideas no longer 
seem outrageous. Because of La 
Grande Motto's financial success 
— the aty. sells more than 1.000 
condominium apartments «ch 
year —■ a large French insurance 
firm has given Balladur another 
commission. Now the designer of 
cities is building his first sky¬ 
scraper. Construction on it is un¬ 
der way in Paris' mini-Manhat¬ 
tan neighborhood of La Defense. 

American Landscape 

But the architect's enth usiasm 
for the futuristic is not without 
its measure of skepticism. 
Though lack of space in cities 
necessitates the budding of sky¬ 
scrapers, he expresses concern . 
over worldwide imitation of a 
new American landscape, of 
which he is not overly fond. 

“If we are going to build dries 
of skyscrapers, then we can't 
make them all look the same. 
Different things are possible; 
curved forms, something other 
than a box. This is what I'm 
trying to do in La Defense." The 
United States, he feds, is the 
dominant force in world archi¬ 
tecture today, and Europe is 
copying its failures as wdl as its 
successes. 

“My point of view is Europe-. 
an," be said. “We must build new 
things because the old ones will 
not last forever, but modi of the 
past is of value." 

Some things are permanent in 
architecture “After all,” Balla¬ 
dur said, “Paris , is still my favor¬ 
ite city."
